Some one has remarked Ihal God has'riever 
created two indisiduah whose countenauces 
exactly resemble each oilier-- This is enoally 
applicable Ya memory; Gall and Spurxlicirn 
unite in declaring that there are as' many dif- 
re'rent kinds nnd degrees of memory^ as there 
arc organs for the acting and relkcthig facul- 
ties. The memory of come people 'resembles 
a sieve— a variety of things are continually 
passing through their mind?, but they retain 
nothing ; 6ome ore retentive only in (rifles, 
and allow* the more important details to ex- 
cape, whilst others are of that delightful de- 
scifption so happily posscsud by jhs great 
nuvelist, Sir Waller Scott, which, without any 
previous effort of the mind, instantly appro- 
priates whatever pleases or strikes llie imagi- 
nation.. 

An instance of tins is related ia the Jife of 
the poet Campbell* Scott and he had been 
enjoying a rail on lire river. The poet look 
the opportunity to rrad aloud in manuscript 
Lis poem of Ilolien Linden; to the great de- 
light of the novelist, who was particularly fond 
of heroic verse.

Al- 
though tature has wisely proportioned llie 
drenglb and liberality of her gifts to the va- 
rious intellects around, yet ull have it in their 
power to improve it, by classing, analyzing and 
arranging the different tubjects which tucces- 
lively occupy their mind>. Uy these means 
habits of thought and reflection are acquirtd, 
rliicti will materially conduce to the invigorat- 
ing ol the undemanding, 'he imporlattce of 
the mind, and tie strengthening and correction 
of the mental powers, or, to use on Kasteru 
aphorism, "The weakest capacity, by aiming 
at excellence, will be above mediocrity, the 
strongest, by aiming at rnediocriiy, will fall 
short of it.

PAYMENT os* Junous. 

The Council then went into Committee of 
the Whole On the by-law to provide for the 
payment of Grand and Petit Jurors, and 
Crown witnesses. Mr* Hutton in the Chair. 

The by-law provides for tlio payment of 
Grand Juror?, at (he rate of seventy cents per 
day for every day a j-iror shall actually -serve 
on such Grand Jury. Petit J jrors at (he rale 
of one dollar and tsvcnty-five cents.per'day 
for every day he snail attend the Court; and 
ihat each shall be paid 10 cents for mileage, 

The by-law was adopted. 

Mr.' Wright*, os Chairman of llie Select 
Committee to prcparn a petition Io the Legis 
laturc, relative (0 the paymcot of Special Jo • 
roi»nnd Crown witnesses, submitted a draft 
pelition, which was adopted. 

T1IK COUKTY GAOL. 

The Chairman of ihc Commissioner 00 
County properly, Air. Wadsworlb, presented 
their lar>t rcporl. It had reference to (he 
present condition of the County Gaol, 

The Council went into Committee of (he 
Whole on Ihc report. Mr llorvland in the 
chair. 

The report set forth that the Commission. 
ers had visited the gaol during the present sit- 
ting of the Council, nnd had found it rn a vetf 
cleanly condition. My llie statistical account* 
which have been furnished by the Governor ol 
the gaol, tho Committee found (hat the num- 
ber of prisoners committed in 1859 exceeded 
by 14£ llio number of prisoners committed in 
1858, During the past year there had been 
a decrease of 27 io the number of prisoners 
committed for drunkenness. The number of 
county prisoners was 92; being a decrease of 
H ; from the previous year, 2S0 of the 
prisoners had been committed more lino once, 
and many of them several limes. The Com- 
mission were of opinion, that the present sys- 
tem adopted in the gaol,- tended to encourage 
small crimes rattier than otherwise. To pre- 
vent ibis they recommended,* that (he diet 
should be less liberal, and that the prisoners 
sbo-ild be fed on bread and water only. TU; 
also recommended that instead of the bread 
being as it.is n( present, made from the finest 
wheal flour, it should be made from No, 1 
superfine flour. The Commissioner, were also 
of opinion, that Io mate Ibe residence in the 
gaol lest agreeable, that prisoners who had 
been committed more than once, should be 
kept in solitary confinement as w*H 3$ being 
kept on ibe low diet above mentioned. They 
hoped by, Ibis Io cause the doliquenls to rMCfc 
svork when they obtained their liberty, instead 
of making BrraiigLineots (0 retutn ai soon as 
possible. They also recomineuded that oat- 
meal ond other articles he coutractcd for by 
tender instead of being ordered hy the Gov- 
ernor and paid on the certificate of the Sheriff 
as at present. 

Mr Wedaworlb laid that l.e s*as in favor of 
solitary confinement, as he felt certain that 
many of the prisoners now io the gaol sverein 
llie habit nf stealing small articles to gel into 
the comfortable quarters of the gaol. Hotr.v 
of the prisoners had been in goal eleven limes 
during the present iear. 

Mr Tyrrell was io favor ol harder work 
being imposed upon (he prisoners. He stas 
opposed Io solitary coi'lmemtM, 

Or Hatnhart (bought that prisoners await- 
ing trial should be treated better lla-i Ihcse 
who had been convieteJ. 

Mr. James (bought they could not root 
out crime hy starvation. He had bet-n often 
in Ibe gaol as one of the Comini\stonera, aod 
be must certainly say, the fare was meagre 
enough. He would vote for tho report if be 
thought (bey could dimmish crime by itar ra- 
tion, or broad and water die!, but he doubted 
if this could be accomplished. 

Mr. Mussou skid that Hirry Henry had 
been nearly 170 mouths in prison at hard 
labor. What did the Council think that bard 
labor amounted to. It limply amouutcd to 
idrriog soup, so far as Harry Henry was con- 
cerned, lie was ia favor of low diet, but be 
did not thick that tbey ought to be called upon 
to feed ibe city prisoners for nothing, as tbey 
lad beco doing for years. 

The Warden esid the proper p'an wou-d be 
not Io feed lie city prisoners, and then lie 
question would be settled uhatw&a lobe done 
■dative to their maintenance, lie was against 
the sweeping changes made in lie' report. He 
was in fairor of tU oyqSu from tie labour of 



the prisoners befog turned to their own nip- 
port. At Ibe present time the profits from 
the labour stent into the pocket ot Mr. Allen. 
lie iho'uglil lias subject' ought, to be token up 
hy tho Council. « 

Mr Tyrrell staled (bat tlio matter had been 
discusied in reference to the labor of the prt- 
sonera, in iy50, svhen commiUco had been 
appointed to consider the subject, bat nothing 
had been done. 

A .lengthened discussion ensued, tn which jl 

was elicited Ihal Is 9d per day was required 
to maintain each prisoner. Many of llie 
members thought this was too much, and opin- 
ion* to that effect "«erc freely expressed. 

The Warden suggested trial the milter he 
left in ihc h»ods of Ilia commissioners, and 
that the prisoners bo kept ot hard laW as 
formerly, Jf the comraiv.ioners thought pro- 
per they might take the profits of the labor 
out of the hands of the Governor, and apply- 
ing the omount to the maintenance^ tho pri- 
soners. "* ** 

Mr Wadwrorlli, in reply f o a question, stal- 
ed that Ilia soup is contracted by llie Gover- 
nor, but Ihey had no check nn him. In sup- 
port of his argument for so'ilary confinement, 
lie staled that he bad been informed by Mr, 
Allen thai llio remedy for subordination was 
low diet and solitary confinement, and be bad 
based his report on this remark. - - 

The clause having reference to aolil?/y 
confinement sras lost. The ooe rrtatise 10 
furnishing bread and water only, svas carried. 
A clause to llie elTecl.lhai ts?o resolutions had 
been passed rn 18&7, relative to making ibe 
gaol self-sustaining, be taken up and acted 
upon, was also carried. 

In reference Io (lie account of Moses Wil- 
ton for #381 for the erection of a fence be- 
tween (he gaol and the Grand Trunk Hallway. 
The Commissioners having nothing before 
(hern Io boost, and .being unable to a-cer(a»n 
that the number of cedar po*is used for (lie 
erection ol the fer.ee were furnished by tho 
authority of the Commissioners of County 
property, and they therefore could not re- 
commend the payment of (he account, but left 
it (0 the consideration of the Council. 

In Ihc course of (he discussion on this 
clause, it appeared ihM the cedar posts and 
lumber had been nurclmed at exorbitant rates. 
It ssas ultimately resolved Io request the nl. 
Icndancn of Mr. Allen for Ihc. purpose of ex- 
plaining on ssjiose authority the .fence was 
erected and at what cost. Tbo Council then 
adjourned.— G/oOe*
